They are baadlac every eCor( to as- 
sure the freedom from stekpeas of the 
thonsaads of boys la khaki already in 
the tlerras callentss, or hot eosst 
lands, and the tens of thousands who 
may soon land there. 

Nothing could Illustrate better the 
necosfilty of propter medical staffs In 
tho Held than recent reports of condi- 
tions In the Mexican federal army. 
The Mexican army has no medical 
corps that deserves the name. After 
a recent battle with the rebels the 
wounded who could not stand were 
piled la a heap aad left to die. Those 
who could atand wore erowded on a 
traia bound tor Mexloo City: Their 
woaads were untended and pvtrefae- 
tlon set in. The poor wretohoa had

In I89S, 11.000 
were in camp at Jaoksooville. Pla.. for 
about the sanie length of time aad 
under similar conditions. There were 
8,6P3 cases of typhoid, and 248 poor 
fellows died. Nothing could bettor 
Illustrate army progress In prevoutlng 
disease. 

The .Mexicans in Vera Cruz who 
were familiar with oonditlona in their 
own fighting forea niarveled at the 
preparatioas the American troops 
made to war npoa disease. The trim, 
active surgeons, the long lines of 
mules and wagons, the complete equip- 
ment were somewhat of a revelation, 
sun more did they marvel when the 
soldiers were put to work carting 
muck from tho stroets and Ktralghten 
Ing up In tho llrsr days of the occupii- 
tlon.

the army for the Held haa been so ef- 
fectively done that there will be little 
danger to tho soldlijrs' health. 

If the army were mobilized lo oc- 
cupy the whole of Mexico It would con- 
sist of some lliO.OOO regulars and twice 
aa many volunteers. The regulars, ex- 
cepting Uie recruits, would averoge 
one to three years of experience, 
which has taught them how to take 
care of themselves in the field. 

Tho volontaers would not be with* 
out experience either. Ifaay would 
be Spanish war veterans and others 
would have learned the proper sani- 
tary measures from maneuver camps. 

The green men would be taught in 
concentration camps. Most of the 
officers of volunteers are Impressed 
with tho value of sanitation In the 
field and they and the regular ofllcerE 
and older soldiers can be depended 
upon to instruct the new men quickly 
in correct habits. There was no fuch 
element of expertanead men In 1808. 

The responsibilltles of the army 
sanitary ofllear are great. It is his 
duty to see that there la an adequate 
and pure water supply. All dlvislond 
which go to the front will be equipped 
with the l>ariii'll filter iiiveiittd by 
.Major Carl K Uaruell of tho medical 
corps, who is now In the Philippine 
Ixlanils. In many places In Mexico 
tlli4>rlng will not do and water must 
be bolU-d. Besides water, the sani- 
tary officer must see that there Is prop 
er disposal of sewage, that a)l waste 
food is promptly destroyed, that mos- 
quito nettings are alwaya used by ev- 
erybody wherever there are any mos- 
quitos. that stable mannro— the com- 
mon bre e ding ground of files — is never 
allowed to accumulate, but is prompt- 
ly burned, that clothes and bedding 
aro exposed to liii- direct rays of the 
BUii at frequent Intervals, that caro if 
taken not to permit the troops lo eat 
unsound fruft or anything else whicli 
is liable to be Infected, and generally 
that the rules of healthy living are oh 
served by everybody. 

With an army engaged in actual 
warfare, all thls*work has to be car- 
ried out under the esoltement of the 
campaign aad the pressure of the 
strataglo aad tactical needs of the mo- 
meat aad sublect to the Imperative 
need of attending to tho wounded. For 
this reason, theee procautlonR against 
•liseaFo aro scarcely effective uiiloss 
there Is Intelllgont co-operation on the 
part (if citll< erti and men. 

Yellow fever, tropical malarlu. Mex- 
ican typhus, typhoid and dysentery 
are the diseases most to be expected 
In a Mexican campaiga. To combat 
the first named Surgeon Oeneral Oor- 
gas already has seat down there medi- 
cal ofllcers trainod under him at Pana- 
ma.

The honey- 
makers had discovered an abandoned "water spout and through this they 
gained access to the walls and beneath the weatherboardlng they proceeded 
to make pound after pound of honey. 

A carpenter was sumnonad i^d on the orders of the owner be cut a hole 
In the side of the house and attempted to smoke the bees out. For his 
trouble ho v,Rn stunR sevr ral times. Between twenty-flve and thirty pounds 
of honey was found near tlie hole, and this was removed, but It is believed 
that several hundred pounds nnist bo In other parts of the walls. 

The carpenters are of the opinion that a dozeb or more colonies of bees

Tho story of this rich young ruler 
In one out of the ministry of our Lord 
that has made an indelible impression 
throu,i,'hout every succeeding genera- 
tion. This Is BO because it is so vital, 
vlbraaf and, vivid a revelatloa of our 
evary-day ezpariaaea. The laaaon nat- 
urally dlvidea Itaelf into two saotlens. 
Read carefully the parallel aeeonnts; 
Matt. 19:16-80 and Luke 18:18-30. 

Man of Courage. 

I. Aa lager Young Man* w. 17-S2. 
Tbla man is an arresting figure. Mueb 
may be said in his favor: (1) He waa 

young (Matt. 10:22); (2) He was- In 
eameHt. "cnmo nmning" fv. 17); (8) 
He was educated, "a lawyer." I.uke 
18:1S: (4) He was rich, Mark 10:22; 
(6) lie was loved by .lesus, .Mark \(t 
21. That he had lived a clean life Is 
revealed by the answers he made to 
Jesus. Moreover be must have been 
a man of soma courage, belonging as 
be did to the ruling class, the Phari- 
seea, yet be eaaia running into the 
presence of Jeana and cast bimaelf at 
his feet We need but to recall that 
this class was at this time definitely 
hostile to Chriat. yet this young man 
dared to speak the conviction of his 
heart in this puhlU- way by calling 
.TesuB, "good" We feel that he was an 
honest seeker after iife His question 
reveals the unrest of I lie human heart. 
It matters not what men may possess 
of wealth or position, these things do 
not bring heart rest. Great moral 
courage, noble aspirations and benevo- 
lence never wilt save nor fully satlafy 
the human aouL Man doea not obtain 
life by doing. Gal. 2:18. Life la a gift 
Rom. 6:23. We must not mlsundar^ 
stand the reply of Jesus (v. 18). Jesus 
did not deny being good. .Tohn 8:46; 
14:30; R:29. but he saw that this 
young man was llUed with th'> idea 
of his own goodness. To say that .Tesus 
was good was practically to say he 
was God. and this the young man did 
not mean. Jesus sought to reveal to 
him bis oareleaa use of words. Jesus 
undoubtedly here lays claim, to deity 
and subsequently be said. (v. 21) "fol- 
low me," I. e., for tbla man to yield 
bis life 'actually -to the oontrol of God. 
Jesus began where the young man 
lived, within the law. the spirit of 
which is "do and thou shnlt live"" but 
he quickly revealed to this self cnnfl- 
dent one that though he professed "all 
these things have 1 observed" yet he 
was mistaken and tremendously self- 
deceived. So far as he went he made 
a correct interpretation of his own 
need but the skilful teacher revealed 
to him hia one great lack. His life 
wga not really controlled by God aad 
at once Jesus created an opportunity 
for him to yield himself to a life of 
wholehearted service. Tie touched the 
vital spot, for tlie supreme test in the 
way of allowing r.od to rule was to set 
aside the rule of wealth, po.^ltlon and 
selfishness. 

Last week we were taught to "make 
friends by nieans of the mammon of 
unrighteousness: that when It shall 
fall they may receive you Into the eter- 
nal Ubemaclea." This Is exactly what 
Christ told tbla young man to do. 
"Sell . . . give to the poor." By thus 
using he would store up treasure In 
heaven. That he could not stand the 
test Is evident from v. 22. However, 
bcMir'il tliih simple record we can vmlv 
epeculatc. We fnist. however, that his 
sorrow may hav.' been tliHt which 
"workefh ropentance,"" II Opr. 7:10. 
This much is certain: Jesus prenented 
to hira his greatest opportunity Two 
paths were opened before him. one 
straight and narrow, and one broud 
and easy to follow. Which did he 
take? His one lack may have been 
fktal. 

Perils of Riches. 

II. The Macter's Exhortation, vv. 
23-31. As a groat teacher and phllos- 
ophor Jesus took this occasion to point 
out the perils of riches. Nearty every 
man Is willing to run the risk. We 
have, however, but to look about us 
to see Illustration after ilhistration of 
the truth of these words. "How hard- 
ly"" -Increased wealth, decreased piety. 
"How hardly"— nien seek to tone down 
this picture, hut have no right so to 
do. The only safety is found In the 
words of verse 27 "wltli Ciod all things 
are' pOK»ibJ( " The most severe test 
possible to be given to a man's relig- 
ious experience is for him to be pros- 
pered In wealth or position. The rich 
roung ruler Is aa evidence of the fact 
that such a godlaaa lite Is a restleaa 
one. 

Notvltbstanding his posseislons, his 
refinement, the privileges of bis posi- 
tion and u life so cleanly lived as to 
leave no vulgar moral scar, yet be ex- 
claims: "What shall I do that I may 
Inherit eternal life?" It wan easier 
for the proverbial camel to have en- 
tered the city gate (or a liter*.! 
iieedle's eye as you prefer) than for 
this, young man to yield to Ood the 
control of bis lUe. Kvery life is und^r 
control. A godless life is a self-ccn- 
trolled Ufa. As men came to Jeaus he 
saw perfectly their iadlvidual aeada; 
their peculiar malady. 

The disciples were amased at the 
maater'a words and thought If a rich 
man cannot be saved there is hope 
for none. Such is not the meaning 
This Is revealed Im il.-' tepl.\ tn Pi-tur's 
question Men aie i^.ned Irrospecl I ve 
of position or of possessions for (Jod 
loves them all. Thoso who turn the 
control of their Itvaa^ver to his keep 
tng, those who, no matter what their 
condition or position In life, follow 
him, 'leaving all, or bringing all as the 
case may be, will have their reward 
here In this life and In the vrorld to 
oome, eternal life.
